•ft ere may be a legal battle shaping 
lip over the $600,000 estate of the late 
I J. Edgar Hoover, which was willed 
three years ago to his longtime friend 
and law enforcement associate, Clyde 
Tolson. 

Tolson, who died here two months 
ago at the age of 74, left an estate of 
approximately $540,520. Presumably, 
most of that figure represents the 
Hoover bequest, minus taxes. 

Tolson disinherited hos own rela- 
tives in a will filed recently in tho Su- 
perior Court of the District of Colum- 
bia. Instead, he passed some $200,000 
of his legacy alons to former servants, 
tecretanes and friends of his and 
Hoover's. 

The other $340,000 was to be divided 
equally between the Boys Club of 
America and the Damon Runyon 
I Memorial Fund for Cancer Research 
' Inc., which were Hoover's chosen 
beneficiaries if Tolson had preceded 
him in death. 

Tolson's brother, Hillory, executive 
director of the White House Historical 
Association, said here last wtek that 
he and his family, who would be Tol- 
ion's legal heirs if the will were bro- 
ken, are consulting a lawyer.

The April 28, 1975, issue of "Newsweek" magazine 
on page 15 under its "Periscope" section, referred to Mr. 
.Tolson's death and claimed that 2 Agents reportedly removed 
documents from Hoover's residence where Tolson had been 
living. The article, captioned "Hoover's Secrets," carried 
the FBI's denial of such action and also stated that a friend 
of Tolson's said the only Hoover documents Tolson had were 
old cancelled checks and tax returns. However, the article 
added that "Newsweek" had reported earlier that some of Hoover's 
private dossiers, including information "very, very damaging" 
to persons in the Nixon White House, were left in Tolson's 
custody. "Newsweek" further claimed that a source advised that,

Clyde Anderson Tolson, aged 74, former executive 
officer and pioneer in the development of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, died today at Washington, D. C. , after a 
long illness. A native of Missouri, Mr, Tolson was educated 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and received an A.B. degree and LL.B. 
degree from the George Washington University, Washington, D. C. 

He spent most of his adult life in the service 
of the United States Government. At age 18 he accepted a 
position in the War Department which led to his appointment 
as a confidential secretary in 1920 in the Office of Secre- 
tary of War Newton D. Baker, and he held this position under 
successors until 1928, 

Mr. Tolson became a Special Agent of the FBI 
in April, 1928, and saw early field investigative service 
in the Boston and Washington, D. C, Offices, as well as 
duty as FBI Chief Clerk at FBI Headquarters. In 1931, 
he was appointed an Assistant Director and served on the staff 
of former FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover for the rest of his 
long career. 

In order to accurately designate his status as 
"second in command." former Director Hoover created the position 



of Associate Director for Mr. Tolson in February, 1947, and 

he served in this capacity until his retirement from the FBI in 

May, 1972, upon the sudden death of Mr. Hoover. 

As Chief of Staff at FBI Headquarters, Mr. Tolson 
personally guided and directed administrative and investigative 
operations of the Bureau. He served as the "watch-dog" of 
the FBI's budget and accompanied former Director Hoover on all 
appearances before House and Senate Subcommittees on Appropria- 
tions . 

In addition to being his chief executive officer, 
Mr. Tolson, was the confidant and personal friend of 
Mr. Hoover. Mr. Tolson was admitted to the District of 
Columbia Bar in 1928 and to the Supreme Court Bar in 1935. 
He was a member of Sigma Nu and Phi Delta Phi. On the basis 
of his career contributions in Government service, Mr. Tolson, 
on June 2, 1965, received from the President of the United 
States, the President's Award for Distinguished Civilian Service. 

Mr. Tolson participated in many prominent investigative 
cases. He was alongside Mr. Hoover when he personally arrested 
the notorious Alvin "Creepy" Karpis in New Orleans, Louisiana, 
on May 1, 1936.

Clyde Andersen Tolson, aged 74, former executive 
officer and pioneer in the development of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, died today at Washington, D. C, after a 
long illness. A native of Missouri, Mr. Tolson was educated 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and received an A.B. degree and LL.B. 
degree from the George Washington University, Washington, D. C. 

He spent most of his adult life in the service 
of the United States Government. At age 18 he accepted a 
position in the War Department which led to his appointment 
as a confidential secretary in 1920 in the Office of Secre- 
tary of War Newton D. Baker, and he held this position under 
successors until 1928.

During the morning of Saturday, 7/1/72, Mr, Tolson telephonic ally 
contacted SA Hun singer who was on duty in Mr. Callahan's office inquiring 
concerning (1) the status of disposition of Mr. Hoover's Federal Employees 
Group Life Insurance (FEGLI) and (2) the amount of Mr. Tolson's FEGLL 
At that time Mr. Tolson was advised that the matter had been brought to the 
attention of FEGLI in New York and Mr. Brewer, who is handling Mr. Hoover' 
estate for Riggs National Bank, and that we would be glad to determine the 
status of Mr. Hoover's insurance. Mr. Tolson advised that would be 
satisfactory and to please call him Monday morning 7/3/72. 

After checking, Mr. Tolson was telephonically contacted in the 
morning on 7/3/72, and advised that the claim form that he has executed for th 
FEGLI insurance rests with Riggs National Bank and that the bank will forward 
the claim to FEGLI in New York when the Probate Court officially designates 
Mr. Tolson executor of the estate. The same applies to unpaid compensation 
and money in Mr. Hoover's retirement account. He was informed that 
Mr. Hoover had regular life insurance in the amount of $45, 000. 

With respect to his own insurance, Mr. Tolson was advised he has 
regular FEGLI life insurance in the amount of $42, 000, which will reduce by 
2% each month beginning July, 1972, until it reaches 25% of the amount in 
effect before the first reduction, or $10,500. This amount, $10,500, will 
continue cost free to Mr. Tolson for the remainder of his life. Mr. Tolson wa 
appreciative of receiving this Information. He stated that he understands from 
Riggs that he is to be designated executor by the Probate Court sometime
